LOGIC WITH REALISM 
Nov. 18. 


In its present frame of mind the Japanese 
Government "has seen ft to reply to the 
second invitation from Brussels in term:| 
which are emphatic gnd leave no room for 
compromise. It has met a courteous — but! 
firm recapitulation of the facts of the Sino- 
‘Japanese crisis and a reasoned exposure of| 
the realities of the situation. Japanese 
critics are already dismissing the Powers: 
‘arguments as academic and claiming that! 


$2] the realities are to in the presence! 
$2 | the realities are to be found in the pres 





‘of powerful Japanese armies in possession 
of ‘vast portions of Chinese soil. The| 
Brussels Conference does not fail tonote that| 
concrete manifestation of Japanese policy, 
but it draws therefrom different deductions. 
International “anarchy must result from| 
‘condonation of such a cynical exercise of| 
armed might in carefully judged circum- 
stances which have disposed Japan _to| 
believe that her actions cannot be checked 
by the rest of a pre-occupied world. Japan’s| 
assertion that the issue is solely between| 
her and China is torn to shreds by the irre-| 
fulable contention that the present conflict 
has involved third parties in grave damage| 
to life and property. It is also shown beyond 
any possibility of misunderstanding that! 
the attack on China has raised the very| 
fssue with which the Nine Power Treaty’s| 
signatories are explicitly concerned. Italy 
alone dissents. That championship of Japan 
is worth as much as the doctrine of inter-| 
national anarchy can achieve in securing] 
the world’s endorsement—surely very little 
unless civilization has decided to commit 
‘suicide, It is all very well to belittle the 
logical ‘method which ‘the Conference brings| 
to bear on the situation; unless diplomacy’ 
fs to avail itself of the ‘discovery of some| 
fitth dimension the elimination of logic| 
spells acceptance of chaos as the proper| 
inspiration of world slatesmanship. The| 
Aivorce of logic from realities is indeed! 
chaotic in itself. The two are interdependent, 
‘This may be incompatible with the dicta- 
torial technique which prescribes superiority. 
in gun-power as the sole repository of truth; 
Wt cannot, however, be flouted by those who| 
desire to maintain sanity and to observe 
accepted canons of decency in international 
relationships. 

‘So, Japanese policy has been examined by! 
the Conference as defined in correspondence | 
and the published views of Japanese states- 
men. China is undergoing military cor-| 
rection for the purpose of changing her’ 
Government's policy, of exoreizing its anti-| 
Japanese emotions, of ensuring Sino- 
Japanese economic co-operation. Those are! 
‘supposed to be the realities crystallized in 
that material reality—the present trampling | 
‘of Japanese feet on Chinese territory, Yet, 
applying this passion for reality, would it 
not be more correct to assert that Japan has| 
Iaunched this expedition against China for 
the purpose of securing control of the! 
economic resources of the five northern, 
rovinees, of safeguarding her continental 
Position against the imagined danger of| 
‘aggression from Russia, and of solving her 
‘own domestic diffculiies by creating a 
tolalitarian state such as naturally emerges| 
now from the creation of the Imperial 
General Staff on a war footing? How can 
Ht be successfully maintained that realitics| 
of that kind have no concern for signatories; 
to a Treaty which professed to guarantec| 
the territorial integrity of China? The reply 
which Japan makes is in effect a bland 
defiance: she tells her colleagues that they, 
fare far too busy with their own affairs— 
therefore physically too weak—to exert 
control over her actions. ‘That is her logic. 
‘At the same time she expeets by the process 
‘of negotiation to obtain means for solving 
her economic and financial problems as they 
affect her trade development. Logic * has 
‘suffered a sad sea-change in the search for, 
Far Eastern stability by Tokyo.

now finds herself as she studies the Con- 
ference’s dispassionate exposition. The key

Japan has in advance refused to resort to 
the normal procedure where such a situation 
arises as between private citizens—presenta~ 
ion of the case to a recognized tribunal. 
She may regard this unemotional warning 
as a brutum fulmen and may even con- 
template denunciation of the Treaty as the| 
proper retort. Thus is the predilection for| 
“living dangerously” carried to its logical] 
conclusion. Logic, however, is not one- 
sided. ‘The world's affairs cannot be con- 
ducted on the basis of the immediate effects| 
of some catastrophic action, but must _be| 
ordered eventually according to certain! 
precisely defined principles by which alone| 
nations, like individuals, can securely. mai 
fain “their relationships. If logic through| 
reality, gives Japan present immunity from| 
correction, it cannot be denied the power— 














again through reality—to exercise due] 
influence on the ultimate course of events. 








Considered in that sense, Japan's _ policy| 
‘Srouses fear, not so much for China or 
other nations, as for herself. The reality 
‘by which she claims the right to reject the 
logical implication of pledges may be| 
uncomfortably applied to examination of| 
future developments in her regard when the 
validity of pledges becomes a vital factor 
for assesement. 





THOSE FISHERIES AGAIN 
Nov. 19. 

The reopéning of the Soviet-Japanese 
Ashery question, by the request made by the| 
Japanese representative in Moscow that the 
‘agreement on the subject arrived at between 
the (wo countries last year should be signed, 
draws attention to one of the most serious 
Sifferences between them which has disturb- 
ed their relations for a number of years. 
Japanese fisheries in the northwestern| 
waters of the Pacific operate under recogni 
tion of rights afforded by the Treaty of! 
Portsmouth, but, despite that fact, they have 
‘always been the cause of considerable 
ickering, the Japanese complaining of the| 
treatment of their vessels in Russian waters, 
‘the method by which leases are auctioned, 
‘and, by no means the least, the everlastingly 
vexed question of the rouble-yen exchange 
in which rentals have to be paid. Last year, 
‘when the arrangements under the Treaty of 
Portsmouth became due for renewal, these 
differences were negotiated, and the parties 
reached sufficient agreement to, permit of a 
new document being drawn up. ‘This was: 
done and there only then remained the ne- 
essary process of appending formal signa- 
tures. Before that could be done, however, 
Japan and Germany signed the Anti- 
Comintern Pact, Up to that time there was 
0 reason to believe the Japanese rights! 
were in danger but the signing of that Pact 
made Russia reluctant to go any further in 
the matter, There it rested until the fact of 
Italian adhesion to the Pact became known, 
and it is believed that this was the cause 
of the lukewarm attitude of Moscow recently 
to the suggestion that the time had come 
for finally disposing of the agreement. ‘Thus' 
fone of the major causes of friction between 
the two countries is again revived and a 
valuable contribution to the harmony of the 
Pacific at least for the moment postponed. 
Unfortunately, until it is finally dealt with, 
it must always prove a source of irritation 
and therein lies its danger. 

It is a cynical thought that despite the 
repeated disavowals by Moscow of any con- 
rection with or control over the Comintern, 
the Russian Government should thus indicate 

resentment at a pact alleged not to be 

Jevelled against itself as such. But there is 
another aspect to the matter which is of 
great importance. The entrance into nego~ 
tlations on the question ifiplied that if 
‘agreement could be reached it would be 
implemented by a formal document. ‘That 
has now been disregarded, and in any ap- 
portionment of blame for future develop- 
ments it would seem that Moscow would! 
Indeed find it difficult to justify its attitude 
oF to disclaim original guilt in the matter. 
Wt Is diMicult, for example, to see what clse| 
Japan can do, especially in the event of a 
recurrence of ‘old grievances, other than to! 
take such necessary action as would ensure 
Ito her those benefiis which would have been 
[derived from the unsigned agreement. It 
is, of course, to be hoped that she will not, 
but, if she ‘id, the onus of responsibility 
would rest fairly and squarely upon the 
shoulders of Moscow. If, therefore, the 
Soviet's attitude is regarded as provocative, 
it should prove no cause for surprise, parti- 
cularly when it is remembered ‘that ses 
foods form an important staple in Japan's 
national dietary, and is, therefore, mot a 
purely academic’ point, but one which very 
closely concerns her capital existence. And 
again it has to be emphasized that Japan's: 

nis in these fisheries are clearly and de- 
Anitely established by the above-mentioned 
‘Treaty. That being so it is obviously the 
duty of both countries to see that they are! 
scrupulously observed, and failure to do this} 
‘on the part of Russia undoubtedly calls for 
severe criticism, if nothing more. 

Unfortunately the Kamchatkan coast is 
not the only fisheries question which is 
xiving rise to embarrassment. Reference has 
recently been made to the Alaskan fisheries 
whieh are being menaced by the Japanese 
salmon canneries, American _representa- 
tions have been made to Japan on the sub- 
ject, without success. For this the reason 
is clear. So long as the canneries do not 
establish themselves in territorial waters no| 
solid complaint can be registered. They can 
be operated all over the Pacific should: 
it be desired, so long as they do not! 
shoot their nets within the territorial limits 
‘of other countries. Thus legally Japan is 
doing what she has every right to do, and 
is strictly standing on the letter of the law. 
But, when it is remembered that Alaska 
complains of the-steady reduction of the 
stock of salmon, and when the efforts of 
‘America at conservation of the salmon and 
its own huge investment in the fisheries are 
taken into account, it is not unreasonable to| 
suggest that Japan may be expected to do| 
somewhat more than adhere to conduct of 
striet propriety, and recognize the peculiar 









































unrestricted salmon fishing will mean the 
end of all fishing in Alaskan waters, and in 
this connection it is suggested that’ Japa 
own best interests would be served by 
modified activity. It is to be hoped that 
when this is effectively brought irome to the 
Tokyo government, such: considerations will 
prevail, for in fairness it has to be admitted 
that with regard to the Kamehatkan fisheries 
the Japanese have not only not fished exces- 
sively, but have actually suggested the 
necessity of closing down some of the leases, 
and have taken other steps to conserve the 
‘salmon. 








A CUSTOMS ISSUE 
Nov. 23, + 

‘The announcement of certain Japanese in= 
tentions toward the administrative offices of 
the Chinese Government still operating in 
Shanghai indicates recognition of the inter= 
national issues involved, especially in respect 
of the Maritime Customs. The interests. of 
Japanese themselves are best served by 
special consideration of that kind, but it will 
bbe necessary for the various authorities to give 
the matter close attention lest some lack of 
foresight should unnecessarily complicate an 
already complicated situation to the further 
detriment of basic commercial and financial 
arrangements vital to the international rela~ 
tions which Japanese policy is declared to 
‘aim at respecting, ‘The Customs Revenue is 
kypothecated for the service of the foreign 
Joans and it appears to be the purpose of the 
Japanese authorities that that function should 
continue to be discharged. They desire to 
assert their de facto right through military 
contro! only in respeet of the surplus accruing, 
after that primary obligation has been fulfilled, 
‘The whole question of the disposal of Customs 
Revenue obviously requires the careful 
consideration of other foreign governments 
and it is to be hoped, therefore, that the 
‘Japanese Government will be able to agree 
to a workable scheme and to discourage 
precipitate action which might later be re- 
fretted. It will be admitted that the pecula 
Problems arising from the complexity of the 
relations of the Custoins present everyone 
concerned with delicate diplomatic and com- 
mercial diffigulties and consequently call for 
the exercise of the greatest circumspection 
and the; display of a reasonable spirit of 
compromise, 

No doubt expeditious discussions are already 
in train between the Japanese Government and 
the various Powers concerned. It is satis- 
Inetory to observe that the military authorities 
‘on the spot, while indicating their desire to 
ensure that the operations which they are 
now conducting shall not be hampered by 
the presence of Chinese organs in the foreign~ 
controlled areas, are disposed to recognize 
the need for caution in respect of certain 
institutions, such~ as the Customs and other 
departmental offices. It remains for the 
other parties to approach this issue in the 
spirit which the situation demands, It is 
important that the service of the foreign 
loans should be maintained and also those 
other activities which affect the lawful oc- 
casions of noutrals in this port. ‘The Japan- 
ese Government has consistently maintained 
ils solicitude for the interests of neutrals and 
as, indeed, those interests in important 
respects are shared by Japanese nationals 
there is all the more ground for confidence 
in the competence of diplomatic discussion 
to arrive at a correct and amicable solution, 

In illustration of the special dimeulties 
created by these hostilities, the seizure of 
the Whangpoo Conservaney’ Board Dredger, 
Chien She, is pertinent, By the Internationa , 
Peace Protocol of September 7%, 1901 an agree- 
‘ment for the Whangpoo Conservancy was 
established. It was revised in September 
1905 and replaced by a new agreement under 
the auspices of the newly-founded Republic 
of China in 1912, The essential feature of the 














jdredging arrangements carried under this 


aureement is the international significance of 
the maintenance of a channel for big. ships 
to use the Whangpoo and the port of Shang- 
hai. Special dues, known as Conservancy 
dues, 80 per cent, of which are paid by for- 
cign shipping are levied for the financial sup= 
port of the Conservancy Board, “Moreover, 
4 Consultative Commitice composed of one 
Chinese and five foreign members, these 
latter representing the powers with the 
greatest visiting tonnage, has been appointed 
under the 1912 agreement to advise the 
Board. It is plain, therefore, that the dredger 
is an important faetor in preserving interna- 
jonal interests Japan herself shares. “There 
is no reason to believe that the implications of 
the seizure will be ignored by the Japanese 
authorities, It is recessary, however, to 
explain its significance so that there can be 
no misunderstanding. In that and the cognate 
matter of the Customs administration it is 
hoped that the discussion between the Jap- 
‘anes and the appropriate authorities “will 
proceed on lines which will facilitate a 
settlement equally safeguarding international 
rights and satisfying the immediately reason- 
able requirements of the “Japanese Hix

than give them moral support in the dignified

In so vast a city it would be folly to pretend 
that the potential causes of dissension were 
negligible. ‘The International Settlement| 
however, is not inexperienced in handling 
such probloms. It lias a fine tradition of] 
efficiency in preserving law and order in the 
most tosting conditions. ‘The accident of a 
‘catastrophic military upheaval has established | 
between the civic administration and a for= 
‘eign army a definite link which cannot be 
ignored. It has become an important factor 
in defining the basis on which the internal 
Peace of the Settlement must be maintained. 
Until there is precise evidence to the contrary 
the desire of the Japanese High Command 
to leave the Council in undisturbed control of 
the Settlement will be taken for yranted. 
‘This, of course, implies that the Couneit will 
continue to order its actions by the processes: 
of law, on which the civic rights of all inhabit 
ants of the Settlement—forelgn and Chinese 
“necessarily rest, That does not preclude the 
possibility of honest differences of opinion on. 
points of detail, It is satisfactory therefore that 
the Sccretary-General, as representing the 
Sottlement’s Executive, has been in direct 
communication with the Japanese military 
and consular officials with the object of 
ascertaining the lines on which agreement 
can be achieved, so that a common conception 
of the measures desirable to create a modus| 
vivendi may be established, If the Council 
recognizes, as it obviously does, the position, 
which the Japanese High Command now, 
‘occupies by Virtue of the fortune of war in 
‘Shanghai, it is surely not asking too much to 
expect ‘the Japanese, in their turn, 
‘especially as thelr nation is a partner in the 
Sottlement, to give the Council credit for an 
ability to’ exercise proper administrative 
control over the area under its authority. 


During the ast fortnight _considerable| 
effort hus been made by Shanghailanders to 
adjust: themselves to the requirements of the 
millitaryx6gime now operating in Chinese| 
territory and, by reason of the geographical 
significance of that territory in relation to 
the foreign municipal areas, exercising a 
definite de facto right of supervision over 
the general occasions of this city. It would! 
be easy for such a situation to be given so) 
wide an interpretation as to justify the most 
exacting demands on the Council. Such an 
extravagance should, however, be eschewed, 
for the Japanese High Command would be 
embarrassed rather than assisted in its dim- 
cult task if it were unwise enough to give it 
countenance. In other words it is reasonable! 
to assume that General Matsui is sincere in 
his desire that the Council should not be 
hampered in discharging its responsibilities, 
‘as far as possible, in accordance with the 
policy prescribed for it under its constitution. 
‘That being so, the duty of all Shanghailanders' 
is to support the Council in its efforts to full 
the delicate functions now imposed on it as! 
the repository of prudent solicitude for the 
Settlement’s integrity. ‘This depends obviously_ 
in no small degree on the readiness of the 
Japanese. to apply their own tests of the 
Couneit’s actions with due regard to broad) 
principles of {olerance and commonsense, 
falcing into account the realities of municipal 
administration in a cosmopolitan area of over 
‘one million people. The mood of the Shang- 
hailander, whether Chinese or foreign, is to-

Recognition 
oes not carry solution, for the complicating 
factors are many..-Tt is vital to appreciate 
ther; otherwise setion or inaction may make 
matters worse, "Roughly. there are” about 
120,000 unempioyed and destitute ‘people. In 
the various camps. Sustenance ‘is being st 
ranged for them and itis estimated that funds 
tay" permit’ thelr support onthe bares, 
‘margin for six months. About 600,000 persons 
tn aome way or another, are living ‘on. the 
individual. generosity of friends, ot Kindly 
citizans whose economic resources are already’ 
Strained’ and. who. consequently ‘cannat be 
expected to dispense this private charity for 
fn Indefille period. Indeed, in n very ahort| 
time many of these chartably-minded folk 
will themselves become destitute or, at any 
Fate, in sore. straits. The severity. of the 
distress has been revealed by a census taken 
Jn the French Concession where it has been 
computed. that 4,800 people are actually 
sleeping out in the streets without any means 
Of subsistence, The figures for the tnferna- 
tional Settlement have not boon ascertained, 
‘They probably would reach a total of some- 
thing "ike 8000. ‘The. normal. industrat 
popilation at work in the Settlement i 
185,000—ihat is fo say in factories and work 
shops alone and leaving out of aceount persons 
engaged in commerce and trade. "Thanks te 
the recent cessation of fighting, factories and 
Workshops in the Western and Northern dis- 
{iets have made a gradual, but defnite| 
return to activity. “‘Mhere are about 80,000 
‘workers again in employment. Reports show 
That the figure is mounting but the pace must 
he. painfully: slow. So, apart, from other 
forms of labour, there are about 135,000 in- 
dlstrlal hands out of work.” Thole power of 
Fesistance to the ceonomie stain. of nem 
ployment and rising prices is daily being] 
reduced. 

‘Undoubtedly the chlet means of easing the 
situation is t@ be found in the repatration 
ot refugees trom discils, especialy the 
Beasants and farmers who were formerly in 
the areas over which Uhe tide of battle has 
rolled. ‘The varlous organizations responsible 
for evacuation have already done much. 
‘They cannot proceed as rapidly as they would

As the Public Works departments of 
the two foreign municipalities have had to} 
reduce their staffs and curtail their activities, 
it is obvious that first call on their resump:

developments must lie with their presently 
‘unoccupied labour. Yet it is not good that a 
vast section of the population should be 
living on charity without employment of 
some kind, There is no evidence that the 
situation cannot be tackled, provided un- 
derstanding of it and a real interest in its| 
human realities are available, ‘The problem| 
resolves itself into the ascertainment of some 
forth of occupation which docs not compete 
with the regular public works, albeit it may 
not do more than keep the refugees in food] 
and protect them against the demoralizing, 
processes of idleness. The evolution of the| 
unemployable from the ranks of the unem-| 
ployed is rapid and should be resisted at all 
costs.

It is argued 
that success in advocating a relurn to the 
integrity of international agreements and 
consequently to the substitution of commercial 
iplomacy for sabre-rattling would automati- 
cally .ereate conditions favourable {0 the 
economic rehabilitation which is clearly the 





the relation between foreign policy and 
domestic issues, but there is reason to argue 
that the President would not have committed 
himself to the declaration which led directly 
fo the Brussels Conference, if he had not 
been convinced: that perseverance in that. 
endeavour could be conveniently supported 
despite the concentration demanded on the 
internal situation, ‘The decline in production 
was reflected by a marked drop in the 
stock markets at the beginning of last month. 
‘The decrease specially affected the heavy 
Industries headed by steel, ‘The consumer 
industries were not so depressed, but the 
rising prices produced a limitation in demand 
—a shrinkage in fact was setting in, ‘The 
business slump has undoubtedly given the 
Government anxiety owing to its commit- 
ments for re-organization and for agricultural 
development. The persistence of unemploy- 
ment and the pledge to wipe,out the budget. 
deficit are also’ signiftcant factors in the 
situation with which Mr, Roosevelt with 
characteristic forcefulness has sought to deal, 


|He has restated the domestic alms of his 


Government in terms which show no lack of 
confidence in the propramme, He has not 
‘been so specific in indicating how the federal 
finances will be made to respond to the new 
impetus which he seeks to give to the adjust 
‘ment of relations between Capital and Labour, 

His warning that re-organization would not 
connote saving will not be comforting to the 
taxpayer who seems likely to be called upon 
to give direct assistance to the balancing of 
the budget, It is true that the President 
invited attention to the possibility of eliminat- 
Ing certain state functions with the object of 
retrenching expenditure but he adopted a 
negative attitude on that procedure by 
blandly asking Congress to choose its own 
vietims for the axe. ‘That amounts virtually 
to the conclusion, that substantial retrench- 
ment cannot be effected, It should, however, 
bbe observed that if the farm programme can 
be turned to account the economic benefits 
expected to accrue therefrom should sub- 
stantially improve revenue returns, The 
preservation of the equilibrium between’ the 
Interests of the producer and consumer by 
methods which apparently include further 
restrictions on production will involve the 
Government in a most delicate operation, as 
also will its declared intention > maintain 
wage standards and yet remedy the present 
falling off in industrial profits, ‘The President 
has already achieved , satisfactory results 
despite certain serious sét-backs in establish 
ing the broad principles of his New Deal 
programme and he is not likely to lack 
assurance in their further application, 
espocially as his executive has gained ex- 
perience from the errors as well as the 
‘successes reecrded, 

It is ofton forgotten that, whatever may be 
the defects of the President's sweeping in- 
@ustrial and economic reforms, he has 
managed to set up for the federal adminis- 
tration machinery which could not properly 
function through the States. ‘The resultant 
adjustment of the financial relations between 
the Federal Government and the States has 
raised many difficult problems and created 
bitter opposition from vested interests, Yet 
the outcome has been to give the United 
States of America a system of administration 
without which no nation can nowadays fulfl 
modern requirements, Proof of this is now 
forthcoming in the revelation that the 
President, so far from being repentant, is 
actually ‘proposing to extend some of ‘the 
main principles of the New Deal for the 
further development of the national recovery. 
‘An administrative example of this tendeney 
is afforded by the gradual expansion of the 
Federal Bureau of Investigation originally set 
up by President Hoover to absorption of 
police duties hitherto performed by certain 
departments, such as the Treasury, the Post 
GMice and the Immigration Office. No charge 
of communistic aims can be levelled against 
him, for he takes special pains to show that 
he intends to encourage the co-operation of 
private enterprise and, no Jess important, to 
lighten the burden on the small business man 
in order to protect him against the competition 
of the big trusts, No doubt “Big Business” 
will ruefully note the President's reference 
to that matter and to the unsatisfactory 
financial state of the public utilities, He has 
not always been disereet in supporting certain 
‘extreme agitation against those institutions 
which have rendered yeoman service to the 
country's development, but both they and he 
have ‘probably Jearni, the, value of com- 
promise, 
in promising a solution of the problem of their 
“thoroughly unsound financing over many 
years." ‘The Message is‘a plain practical 
Statement of a reformer’s programme, As 
such Congress may be moved to accept it.

Committee Will Supervize 
“Jnequinot Zone” 


‘Arrangements for the welfare of 
the quarter of a million refugees 
now bolng cared for in the “Jacquinot 
Zone” in Nantao are proceeding in 
‘on entirely satisfactory manner, it 
was learned on Nov. 16. ‘The ques- 
tion of the status of the refugee area 
hhag been the subject of conver 
between the parties concerned, and 
it has mow been decided that, for 
the time being, the area shall remain 
under the supervision. of the Com- 
mittee who, actuated by purely 
humanitarian “miotives, willbe 
responsible for the welfare of the 
“eltizens” of the refugee zone. 

‘The Japanese forces, in accordance 
with ‘thelr agreement, have not enter- 
ed the area supervized by the com- 
mittee. ‘The commitiee with a view 
to Keeping order, have organized a 
small fore of local men under the 
supervision of a small body of 
specially enrolied Russians, 

‘Of the population at present in the 
‘aren, 100,000 may be reckoned as 
destitute, and these are being housed 
in the vacated properties. Sanita- 
tlon work, at prezent Inan elementary 
stage, 1s being undertaken by 
organized squads, A cortain amount 
‘of clinleal work is in progress, and 
arrangements aro belng perfected for 
the opening of a central hospital. 
‘The water supply is stil mited, but 
apart from the wells In the area a 
certain amount can be obtained rom 
the emergency supply made available 
by the French Concession authorities, 
and the French Waterworks Company. 

Food Supp! 

Large supplies of food, chiefly in 
the form of bread, have been Uberally 
contributed by various organizations 
and individuals, and these are dis 
tributed from, ‘the centres. selected 
by the Committee, ‘The commiltee 
‘will be grateful if donors of supplies 
will endeavour to Include some such 
vitallzing elements as soya iboans 
or _veyetables, 

‘The committes wishes to bring to 
the notice of thelr supporters the 
absolute necessity of the distribution 
fof food being cffected through the 
headquarters organization, as this 
‘arrangement prevents waste. 

‘The committee is, at present, in 
the ‘position. of having almost "too 
plentiful a supply of food, and the 
AiMeulties of storage and ‘preserva~ 
tlon are acute. Under the eircums 
atanees, they would request thelr 
friends to make enquiries from mem- 
ors of the Committee, or from the 
French Police at Poste Mallet, before 
sending further supplies," When 
present stocks are nearing absorption, 
the committee will advise the public 
through the press, 

‘With the approach of cold weather, 
the question of clothing and bedding 
will be of increasing importance, and 
Brrangements are already being mad 
to deal with this problem. a

Special Area Boasts of 250, 


000 Inhabitants: Fine Task 


Performed by Committee of Seven 


Tt was wet and gloomy in Nantao 
and yet the party of ‘press 
sentatives who were 

the *Jacquinet_ Zone” 
ber 19 could forget the miserable 
pect of the native city on a pour- 
Ing wet day in simple admiration for 
‘the ‘superbly courageous efforts of 
‘a-small committee of men on behalf 
of an army of refuxees—efforts, the 
Initial success of which was every- 
where reflected by expressions of 
Hood cheer and contentment. instead 
fof the despairing countenances which 
‘were a common sight in the streets 
‘of the Settlement and French Con~ 
cession. 

‘Shanghai does not yet realize just 
how much this litle committee of 
men has accomplished. They have 
Fel themselves up as the municipal 
council of a borough chopned out of 
‘an occupied city. made themselves 
responsible for the public utilities. 
sich as water, lighting, ele.. ereated 

ir “own police foree. and, the 
population of the borough being for 
2 seat part composed of the 
homeless and the destitute, taken 
‘over the enormous task of ‘feeding 
250.000 people a day. This borough, 
corresponding in population to an 
industrial city in England such as 
Nottingham, and containing more 
than twice the population of Bourne 
mouth. now houses an orderly com- 
munity. with Father Jacquinot as the 
fenial mayor and Supreme Author 
lly, (assisted. of course, by the six 
cheery members of his “town coun~ 
cil"). with powers to Impose the 
dread penalty of three days street 
clearing upon any criminal brought 
before him by the Jacquinot Zone 
Police Force. 


‘The Court Sits 

“Arrived at the Nantao Fire Station 
where the municipal counell Is 
making ls headquarters. the press 
parly were introduced to the chief 
Of police, and to waich a sitting of 
the Criminal Court.

Japanese Troops 
‘Through cobbled streets the party 
proceeded to ite next stop,” the 
munielpal hospital. On the way. 
they encountered a Japanese cavalry 
detachment. and several Japanose 
sandbag posts. guarded by soldiers 
with fixed bayonets. The Japanese 
troops. the party were informed, 
have kept absolutely rigidly to the 
aereement by which one third of 
Nantao was: to he set aside for the 
refuzee zone. Without question they 
accepted the word of the committee 
that no Chinese troops would be 
permitted fo remain in the zone, 

Tn a luxurious private house in the 
heart of Nantao, the frst _munielpal 
hortpital was opened on Nov. 19. Later, 
{wo more will be inaucurated.. ‘The 
new hosoital Is under the snervision 
9 a forelen doctor, and stall includes 
two resident Chinese doctors, four 
foreign sisters, and a number of 
Chinese nurses, * Airy rooms have 
been turned into wards, which will 
soon be put to full usage in caring 
for the weaker brethren amona the 
inhabitants of the "Jacquinot Zone.” 


Nine Woales A Day 


Like all Chinese of the peasant 
class, they are a hardy Jot, but It is 
only’ to be expected ‘that’ many of 
them will sicken from. weeks of 
suffering. Cholera and dysentery are| 
the principal epidemics. "Nine or s0 
bodies are picked up in the streets 
every day. but the death rate must 
be considerably higher. 

‘The population of 250,000 consists 
Jof 150,000 residents of Nantao who: 
ave remained behind, and 100,000 
refugees -who have come in from 
Jsurrounding areas. Some of the: 
latter have brought in some {00 
‘with them, but the majority are 
destitute. ‘Many of the old residents, 
oo, are able to feed themselves, and 
some are still keeping their shops: 
Funning. Clothing is one of the 
principal problems. facing the Zone: 
Council at the present time espe~ 





cially with’ the near approach of 
‘winter. 


‘The question of the waler supply 
has now been satisfactorily settled. 
The Zone Council concluded 
an arrangement with the French 
Waterworks, to supply the necessary 
quantities of water, the prolits: goin 
proportionately to’ the French. and 
Chinese Waterworks Companies. 
‘The Zone's budget is divided into 
four portions: hospital and medical 
supplies, winter clothing, food, and 
various.” The latter heading includes 
Jarrangements which are being made|

HOSPITAL REPORT 


Refugee Problem Affects 
Work During October 


‘The refugee problem has, largely 
affected the work of the hospital dur+ 
ing October, which can’ be readily 
understood when it is borne in mind 
thot there are between 70,000 and 
}&.,000 refugees in organized camps 
falone, quite apart from a very con- 
siderable number “who manage to 
exist elsewhere, It is reported that 
many of the Inmates of some of the 
“elugee etmps are quite ill enough to 
warrant admission to a hospital 
jents, but the bed capseity 
ized’ hospitals In the foreign 
jarea of Shanghai is quite insuflclent 
to care for all. The average number 
‘of beds occupied daily works out at 
‘no less than 275, and as our hospital 
only normally considered as being 
2 230 bed hospital, it is obvious that 
many of our inpatients have to be 
secommodated on temporary beds in 
“ome of our wards. One of our chit 
problems now is, not only os to 
Whether we have any, beds empty, 
Sut whether we have ahy floor space 
0 spare in which to squeeze a tem- 
porary bed. 

‘The number of inpatients treated 
entirely free makes a total of no 
less than 5,161 bed-days, whilst we 
fhave attended to 1,025 outpatient 
visits, also free. We take this opport 
Unity’ “of recording’ our grateful 
‘thanks to the Shanghal International 
Red Gross for donating to us the cost 
of the above free work, up to the 
extent of 80 cents per inpatient bed- 
day and 5 cents per outpatient visit. 

“The Increase in the number of in- 
patients also explains a resulting 
Inerease of about 20 per cent. in the 

umber of inpatient operations. Oui 
Maternity Department continues to 
Jexpand, the number of births during 
October being a new record of 42, 
‘8 compared with the previous record 

‘month of 39, 
‘The nymber of seasonal summer 
discase ‘cases is decreasing, but 
fre rectlving an Increasing numb 
Jot patients whose ailments have been 
[caused largely by thelr privations and 
Troubles of the past three months. 
Many patients, both 
medical, show’ signs of insufficient 
Jand poor food. During normal times 
many of our poor patients exist on a

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RICE CARGO QUESTION 
BY JAPANESE 


Papers Said to Be Held by 
Central Trust 


Steps were taken by the Japanese 
authorities on Nov. 22 temporarily 10 
Impound’ a cargo of rice brought In 
by the B. & S. ss, Kaying, which 
arrived off the French Bund in he 
‘morning. Questioned on the affair, 
the Japanese spokesman at the after 
noon conference sald that the papers 
covering the cargo were held by the 
Central Trust. Inasmuch asthe 
cargo was covered by a huchino, It 
was believed by the Japanese that 
the consignment was for the Chinese 
Government, 

‘The rice, the spokesman assorted, 
was entered duty free, If the cargo 
were for the Government, according 
to the spokesman, the Japanese could 
seize it as eontrabrand. Ts ultimate 
disposition would “ye made public 
when all facts had been ascertained, 
he concluded, 

‘The rive, it le understood, was 
consigned to a French dealer in 
‘Shanghai, but the Japanese authori 
ies threatened to take action unless 
the unloading of the eargo were 
Aelayed pending an investigation into 
is destination. The spokesman sald~ 
that the Japanese were suspicious 
that it would be used as supplies 
for Chinese troops in the fighting 
area, 

Tt’ was ascertained that__ the 
rie was for distribution in Shang: 
hhai, snd was intended’ to. relieve 
the shortage in the elty. As the 
delay in the unloading was the re- 
sult of a misunderstanding, no pro- 
test’ is contemplated at present, but 
It is censidered probable that _ro- 
presentations to Admiral Hasegawa, 
will be made if the unlonding is stilt 
dolayed after explanations have been 
offered.

FREAK TIDE FLOODS SHANGHAI 


Bund More Than Three Feet Under Water: Sampan 
Piles Up Opposite Custom House 


[ILOOD tides which took Shanghai completely by surprise and 

resulted in three fect or more of water on the Bund swept 
the city on Nov. 19 shortly after noon, before the flood-gates and 
the pumps recently installed by the P.W.D. to meet such an 
emergency could be put to work. Water also came through the 
drains in the Chekiang Road area, causing floods around Wing 
On’s and the streets immediately behind, 

While small craft in the Whangpoo struggled helplessly 
ayainst the swift current, the ss. Nanchang had a narrow escape 
froma serious accident in the morning when she collided with 
two Japanese transports at Woosung, doing damage about the 
water-line to herself and some slight damage to the Japanese 
vessels. 

Extraordinary scenes were witnessed in the downtown 
district, a sampan actually being washed on to the Bund at the 
Custom House, Scores of cars were stalled, while all forms of 
conveyance did a roaring trade. A number of basements were 
flooded in spite of precautionary pumping measures. - And cargo 
being unloaded at the Bund pontoons was temporarily halted, some 
of it being damaged. ——— 

‘The Butterfield and Swire 
Nanchang and two Japanese tran:

Flood’s Hapld Rise 

‘The flood rose so rapidly that 
people could scarcely believe their 
tyes, At 11 o'clock the Bund was 
praeiically dry except for the results 
of a disappearing rainfall, At noon 
water was pouring over the water- 
front in tremendous quantities and 


a handsome harvest while waiting 
for casual jobs in.the cargo unload- 
Ing business at the Bund jetties 
Rickshaw pullers also shared, splash= 
Ing * merrily through the ' flooded 
stroets to carry their passengers to 
higher and drier spots. Observers 
hhad the impression of the mass of 
lighters, Inunches and junks tower~ 
ing high above the Bund level as if 
the fickle Whangpoo had decided on 
something extremely capricious and 
daring to climax a long period of 
turmoil and activity. 














Sampan On The Bund 

One of the most astonishing sights 
was that of a River Police sampan

shallow level was observed to mark 
fone of Shanghai's most astonishing 
noon-time incidents in a long time, 
‘Navigation on the Whangpoo by 
small boats was exceedingly dimeult 
asa result of the tide and current, 
Launches and sampans 
carried away almost helplessly and 
shot upstream as if propelled by 
highpowered engines. A foreign 
party which tried to navigate the 
boom were caught in so powerful a 
current on the Pootung side of the 
river that the full force of the 
boat's motor failed to make an im= 
pression, and the boat was gradually 
forced "among the sunken and 
derelict junks and nearly met with 
disaster. One of the party described 
the force of thé current as similar 
te that in the Yangtze rapids In 
the face of the sheer helplessness of 
the situation. 

















Over the Sea-Wall 

‘The food took Shanghai by sur- 
prise as the maximum level was 3 
feet and 3 inches above the predict 
ed high mark, The top level was 
reached at about 1,20 pm, and was 
154 feet above the Woosung horizon= 
tal. zero. 

Tt was because the extreme rise 
was, entirely unexpected that the 
P.W-D, pumping system on The Bund 
was not started in time to make 
the flood less effective, Besides, th 
water did rise above the emergency 
sea-wall at some points along the 
Bund foreshore. 

A. report that the flood was due 
to the presence of the partial boom 
off Nantao wat discouinted ana 
whereas it was admitted that the 
north wind blowing undoubtedly did 
further the influx of water some- 
what, wind could not be accepted as 
the ‘main factor responsible for the 
phenomenal riso. It is an east wind 
that is liable to influence the water 
flow seriously. 

‘As soon as the danger was realized, 
the P.W.D, started pumping (o relieve

SICCAWEI SCIENTIST 
HONOURED 
Academy of Sciences Confers| 
Award on Father Burgaud 
The Academy of Sciences in Paris 


has decided to award the Benjamin 
Valz prize to Father Burgaud, direc- 


tor of the ‘Time and Magnetism 
Departments of the Siecawei Ob- 
servatory. 


After organizing these two depart 
‘ments, one at Zose Observatory, and 
the other at Zikawel, Father 'Bur= 
guad has been in charge of them 
for the past five years, and has 
been exceedingly ‘successful in his 
work, The magnetism observatory at 
Zose ‘has become the base of all 
similar observatories in China, where 
those engaged in this work, both 
foreign and Chinese, come to gauge 
their instrument 

‘The regularity and precision of 
this time service, already greatly 
appreciated by sailors, determined 
the choice of the " International 
Astronomical Union of Siccawel as

ROBBERS ACTIVE IN 
SETTLEMENT 


Det.-Sergt. Wall Wounded: 
Nine Suspects Seized 


Pistols blazed at the Oriental Hotel, 
in Sincere’s Building, at 9.15 am. 
Jon November 19 when detectives 
[surprised a gang of robbers hiding 
in two rooms, armed with Mausers 
jand handgrenades. ‘Three of the 
bandits were shot dead on the spot, 
and a foreign detective-sergeant was 
wourded in both hands. Five men 
and four women, who are all alleged 
to be members’ of the gang, were 
{taken alive at the hotel and in sub- 
sequent raids in the western district, 


‘The senior detective at Louza Sta- 
lon, Chief Insp. V. Sharman, led the 
raids, assisted by Det. Sergt. R, W. 
IMacAdie, Det-Sergt. B. J. Wall’ and 
‘Chinese ‘detectives. When Wall on- 
{tered one of the rooms he was tackled 
by some of the robbers, who opened 
‘Bre. ‘The police returned fire and 
jabout a dozen shols were discharged 
before the situation was in hand. 
‘Three of the bandits were felled with 
hits in vital spots, and. Det Serat 

was wounded in the left thumb 
and ight ilestnger. ‘He Wwas taken 
to the General Hospital in an am- 
bulanee, while the three dead bandits 
were conveyed to the Public Mor- 
ftuary. Oddly enough, Wall had just 
returned to Shanghai from Home 
jieave and had been posted to the 
Louza detective office when the in- 
formation which led to the raids was| 
received.

Released In August 


All the men in the gang had been 
released from Chineso gaol near 
Shanghai at the beginning of hostili- 
ties in August. ‘They assisted the 
Chinese troops [behind the lines for 
‘awhile, then returned to Shanghai 
‘and a’ life of erime, It is assumed 
that they obtained their formidable 
|weapons—three military Mauser pis- 
ols, two automatics of smaller cali- 
bre, three “potato-masher” —hand- 
grenades and a dagger—working with 
the soldiers.

CHINESE OFFICER 
SHOT DEAD 


Killed by Armed Robbers 
Near Robison Road 


After’ having participated in the 
defence of Shanghai against the ad- 
vaneing Japanese forces, a captain 
in the Chinese army, Koh, Hslang- 
kal, was shot dead by robbers in 
an’ alleyway in Chinese territory, 
just off Robison Road, on Nov. 
1%. 4 female Chinese was wound- 
fed in the affray. ‘The Chinese 
officer was walking near the 
alleyway in uniform when he was 
pursued by threo other Chinese, shot, 
and his” money removed." ‘The 
murder took place at House Number 
Eight, Yang Ching Li, an alleyway 
ending in a cul-de-sac, Closely 
followed by the three men, he was 
seen to run up the alleyway, and, 
evidently discovering that it was a 
cul-de-stc! he sought refuge from 
his pursuers in the house where he 
was. eventually. killed, 

‘The robbers followed him into the 
house, and demanded his money. 
He refused to hand ft over, and one 
of the robbers, who was armed with 
1 pistol, then fired four shots at him 
at" point blank range, killing him: 
outright. When Koh fell to the

‘Dr. New, Mt, sci. (Cantab), 
sees, AND’ Lice, (London), left d 
widow, Mrs, Catherine Lau New, four 
children, Abraham, John, — Mary, 
Mortha; his mother, Mrs. S.C. New; 
and sister, Mrs. C.'L, Hsia. 

"Born in'1889, Dr, New received his 
early education at St. John’s Univer- 
sity. In 1907, he went to England, 
+ where “he graduated trom ‘Cam= 
bridge University in 1910. He had 
‘his early medical training at, the: 
London Hospital. When the Great 
War broke out, he joined the staff of

the Ipswich Military Hospital (1914~ 
1916) where he was acting for some 
time as superintendent. From 191 
to 1018, he was house surgeon at the 
‘Middlesex Hospital under the famous 
surgeon, Sir John Bland-Sutton. A 
{eiendship between them kept up tit 
Sir John died. 

Dr, New returned to China in 1918, 
and’ joined” the Lester Chinese 
Hospital Cknown then as the 
London Mission Shontung Road 
Hospital) as assistant superintendent, 
and” from 1921 to 1024 he was 
‘the head of the surgical department 
fof the Hospital, Since 1024 till the 
time of his death, he was a visiting 
surgeon to this institution, 

‘An Active Career 

Dr, New's activities covered a 
wide area, From 1924 to 1027, he 
was honorary superintendent of the 
Chinese Red Cross Hospital in 
Avenue Haig. It was largely duo 
to his offorts "and labour that the 
Red Cross Hospital grew into im= 
portance, From 1021-1027. he was 
flo. superintendent of the Cholera 
Hospital under the Chinese Red 
Cross, Society. From 1922 to 1926 
he ‘directed each summer the 
Cholera Hospital in Thibet Road, 
Ever since 1920, he kept a priv 
hospital known as the Ling-Sung 
Hospital in Route Ghisi. 

‘Apart from hiv hospitat duties and 
his own practice, he would volunteer 
from time {0 time for emergency 
work. In 1923, he headed a Red 
Cross unit to Lincheng to render 
medical ald to foreign and Chinese 
captives in Shantung. During. the 
reat carthquake in Japan in 1923, 
he took a group of Chinese doctors 
and nurses to the Island Empire on 
an errand of merey. During the 
Kiangst-Chokiany Civil War in 1926, 
he again headed the Red Cross work, 
He served as the medical oflcer to 























the Chinese Co, of the Shanghai 
Volunteer Corps ever since 1022. 
Ho was an honorary professor of 


surgery at the St, John's University 
Medical School, and visiting surgeon 
to Margaret Williamson Hospital 
In addition he was a former presi- 
dent of the Chinese Medical Associa~ 
tion, “and a trustee of thé Tien An 
‘Tang Church in Shantung Road. 

‘Like his equally celebrated bro- 
ther, the late Dr, Way-sung New, 
Dr. 'New possessed a big collection 
of tablets, scrolls and silver trophies 
which bespeak the many humani- 
tarlan deeds he performed during 
his lite,

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HEALTH REPORT FOR 
OCTOBER 


‘The Acting Commissioner of Public 
Health reports = 

‘With the lowering of the average 
temperature, Cholera decreased con 
siderably during the latler part of 
the month, although remaining in 
epidemic form, and cases and deaths 
recorded were approximately half the 
September Agures. Towards the end 
of the month, Measles was found to 
bee inereasing—mostly amongst the re~ 
fugee population, where the mortality, 
in. the ease of sinall children was as 
high as 60 per cent. 

Diphtheria also. showed a marked 
inerease which, however, is usual at 
this time of the year. 

‘Tho Police Hospital was again 
obliged to move from its temporary 
quarlers in Central Road, and now 
‘ccupies the Ellis Kadoorie School in. 
‘Shanhaikwan "Road, where _con- 
ditions aro on the whole satisfactory. 

‘As hostilities moved round to the 
Western area the Foreign Isolation 
Hospital at Brenan Road, was 
‘evacuated as a precautionary méasure, 
but this building will be reoceupied

‘The Municipal Advocate states in 
hhis report that “3801 cases wore 
prosecuted in the’ Shanghai First 
Special Area District Court and the 
Kiangsu High Court, Second Branch, 
during Qetober, as’ compared with

were Administrative Cases and ‘673 
Criminal Cases: Out of the total num= 
ber of Administrative Cases brought 
to trial, 2554 persons failed to appear 
‘and their’ bail was confisented, while 
55 cases were withdrawn, as come 
pared with 1,895 cases in which ball 
was confseated and 04 withdrawn In 
September. 599 Administrative Cases 
were prosecuted to complotion, out 
of which number 594 persons ‘were 
convicted and five acquitted. 12 
Criminal Cases were withdrawn and 
G61 prosecuted to completion, out of 
which number 579 persons ‘were eon 
vieted and & acquitted.

‘Sm—I have been educated ina! 
missionary” sehool and through my 
assoelation with my teachers, 1 have 
a very. favourable impression of 
missionaries as a whole. Therefore 
whenever any of my friends eriti- 
ized missionaries, Iwas always 01 
thelr defence. But Mr, “Rankin’s 
letter in your yesterday's correspond 
fence column certainly convineed me 
that my’ friends" criticisms .on some 
of the ‘missionaries are not entirely’ 
nroundless, 

‘Missionaries ure known to be 
{lends of China; and at this moment 
of adversity, when China js struggling 
for her naifonal existence, we had 
hoped our friends would share our 
feoling and anxiely, At the present 
lime, what is uppermost in the mind 
‘of every Chinese Is how to do his or 
her part, no matter how small, in 
defending the sovereignty. of ‘our 
country and in alleviating the sufler~ 
ings of the refugees. We know the 
government ‘had made many” mis- 
fakes, but this i not the time to 
criticize. ‘This is. the time to work 
towards one common purpose and 
covery frends of China’ should help 
‘ws reach our goal, that Is to preserve 
‘our national entily. Even the com~ 
munists who have been a thorn to 
the Central Government “for years, 
are fighting side by side with the 
soldiers of the Government, and yet 
@ missionary, a professed friend’ of 
China, is blekering about a perpetual 
lease. 

I do not know enough about Jaw or 
tweaty rights to Judge whether the 
government has been right or wrong 
In refusing to confirm the tease. But 
I'do know Confucious’ teaching “Do 
nnot unto others what you would not 
have others do unto you.”

hal, 
‘White it is obvious that in a matter 
ef such vital Importance to all re- 
sidents in Shanghai, reyardless of 
rationality, the aciual work of 
evolving & practical plan for safe- 
guarding this city’s’ future und 
climinating as far as humanly 
possible a recurrence of the catas- 
trophes of 1932 and 1937 must be 
placed inthe hands of a compara- 
lively small body of men who are

Giant Rolls Royce 3,000 h.p. Racer Thunderbolt Now 
The Fatest Thing On Earth Over Utah Flats 


Bonneville Flats, Utah, Nov. 19. 

IRAVELLING fasicr than man had ever travelled on land 
before, Capt. George Eyston, celebrated British speed driver, 
established a new world’s land speed record to-day by driving his 
giant Rolls Royce racer “Thunderbolt” over the Utah Salt Flats 
near Salt Lake City at an average speed of 311.42 miles per hour. 
In breaking the previous world’s record of 301.129 miles per 
hour held by Sir Maleolm Campbell, also of Britain, Capt. Eyston 


reached the terrific speed of 319.119 miles per hour. 


‘Atter a comparatively slow start 
against the wind in averaging 905.94 
miles per hour over the frst measur- 
ed mile, Capt, Eyston was clocked at 
317.74 miles per hour on the return 
run fo mark up the new record, 
computed on the average of both 
Racer Functions Perfectly 

Capt. Eyston was favoured by the 
perfect performance of his high- 
powered ‘racer which on previous 


{ests had cost him an earlier chance |‘ 


to ‘smash Sir Malcolm's record. 
Visibility was poor, however and the 
British speedster appeared tired after 
the gruelling trials which he called 
“a hell of a run". 

"But in spite of his fatigue, Captain 
Eyston was jubilant over his success. 
He announced that he hoped to re- 
turn with the Thunderbolt for_an- 
other run on Bonneville Salt Flats. 
He, however, sald that he did not 
know when he would return, whe- 
ther next year or Jater. He also an- 
cunced that he was considering a trip 
of the West Coast of the United 
Stales prior to taking a liner back 
to England.

Griver will probably bring about ef- 
forts on the part of Ab Jenkins, 
American motorist, to beat the marks, 
Jenkins, however, has not yet made 
‘ny staiement to this effect:

While the visibility was poor, the 
course was in fine condition and the 
‘Thunderbolt, .30-ft. in length and 
twice as powerful as Sir Malcolm 
Campbell's Blue Bird, roared along 
the Salt Flats in perfect manner, 


‘The Salt Flats, where the attempt 
was made, are just east of the Nevada 
State Line, on the edge of the Great 
Salt Lake desert, where there is 
little chance of rain to interfere with 
the salt track and spoil attempts at 
Fecord-shattering. 

Special precautions were taken to 
make tho Utah track the fastest in 
the world. ‘The entire salt flat was 
flooded earlier in the year and the 
water was allowed (0 evaporate dur- 
ing the hot summer months. Such a 
procedure Jeft the bed perfectly 
‘smooth and unmarred by any ob- 
struction. While the salt covers an 
‘aren of hundreds of square miles, 
Bonneville speed track is located in 
the spot where the deposit is dazzling 
clear and solid. ‘The racing car to- 
day travelled over a four-foot bed 
of solid salt

“Cause of action” 
thas been held from the earlicst time 
to mean every fact which is material

‘The: cause of action “accrues upon 
the happening of the latest of such 
facts, (Vide, 1 Hailsham p, 8), In 
Guaranty, Trust Company of ‘New 
York v. Hannay (015.

536 
at p. 517) Buckley LJ. stated the 
position as follows: “An action is a 
egal proceeding in which a plaintit’ 
claims against a defendant or against 
a fund enforcement of some obliga 
Yon towards the plaintif’ binding the 
defendant or the fund, ‘The plaintitr 
must allege facts which It true give 
so ag matter of law to such obliga: 
tion. “Such alleged facts constitute a 
cause of action, In the absence of 
such alleged facts, in other words, it 
there is no cause of action alleged, 
‘an aetion will not le: 

By Section 172 of the Law of 
Properly Act, 1025, (which replaces 
the repealed Statute of | 1871, 13 
[Elizabeth ¢. 5) every conveyance of 
property made with intent to defraud 
Jereditors 1s voidable at the instance 
‘of any person thereby prejudiced 
unless made for valuable ‘considera- 
{tion and in good faith or upon good 
consideration and in good faith to 
person having, at the (ime of the 
conveyance, no ‘notice of the frau- 
dulent intent, ‘The following points 
may be noted in particular in regard 
to this»Section, Firstly, the avold- 
‘nee under the Section’ Is only for 
the benefit of creditors, and once they 
have heen satlsfled ‘the  allenation 
stands good for all other purpose 














‘and caunot be impeached by other 
Tersons (Wide, 8 Hasta, 
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245.) Secondly, all creditors who 
have been prejudiced by the allena- 
tion made with intent to defraud 
them, whether thelr debis ~ ware 
owing at the date It was made or 
were incurred subsequently thereto, 
may avold the alienation and share 
in the distribution of the property 
comprised therein, (Ibid p. 257).| 
‘Thirdly, the Section extends to all 
forms of allenation by which eredi- 
tors may be defrauded. (Ibid p. 
240). And fourthly, a creditor may 
impeach one part ‘of a fraudulent. 
transaction. (French v.Preneh, 
1855, 25 LJ. Ch, 612). 

Tt’ is upon this cnactment of the 
law that the plaintiffs must rely in 
this cose, for unless they can success- 
fully impeach the alienation under 
the Declaration of Trust in favour of 
the third defendant they fail entirely 
(o establish any interest of their own 
in the ‘Trust Fund, What then, it 
inay first be asked, are the alleyed 
facts constituting ‘their cause of 
action? What are the facts material 
to be proved to entitle the plaintifts 
to succced—the facts which the defen. 
dants Would have a right to traverse? 
‘These alleged facts appenr fo be three 
in number, Firstly, the plaintiffs must 
allege and prove that they are 
creditors of the deceased and so 
“persons projudiced.”

It seems {o me that these three 
alleged facts constitute the plaintlfts’ 
‘cause of action, When then, it may 
next be asked, did this cause of 
action “accrue”? When did the latest 
fof such facts “happen.” No dispute 
frises as to the Declaration of Trust. 
‘The alienation thereunder in favour 
of the third defendant “happened” on 
June 13, 1911; and if it be true that 
‘the document was executed by the 
deceased with an intent to defraud 
eroditors, then such intent must also 
have “happened” on that date.

(Re Maddever, Three Towns Bay 
ing Co, v, Maddever, 1884, 27 Ch. 
D. 528), Tt seems to follow quite 
clearly from that desision that if the 
debts themselves are statute barred, 
the right fiven to creditors by the 
Section is lost. It may be that in 
the present netion It would be necess- 

'y to opply the equitable principle, 
fo" which Ihave already 'veferred. 
that when once fraud is established 
the rights of the defrauded party ara 
not affected by the Statutes of Limita- 
tion ‘so long as he remains, without 
tiny fault of his own, In innorance of 
the fraud, It seems unnecessary, 
however, fo decide that point here. 
‘The plaintiffs sdmit ‘that they had 
knowledge of all’ the material facts 
ais long ago ns January 1915, ond it 
matters not now whether time besan 
to run agolnst them from that date 
oF from the earlier date, In either 
case thelr debts are staiute barred 
‘and the right given to them under the 
Section is consequently lost. 

For these reasons T must decide 
that ‘the plaintiffs’ alleged right of 
action is statute borred: and, as this 
decision substantially disnases of’ the 
whole action, the latter, in my judg- 
ment, must stand dismissed.

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SOME COURT CUSTOMS 
By W. Lewssomy 


Under the Manchu dynasty the marriage of| 
the Emperor took place when he came of age, 
which was in his eighteenth year according 
to the Chinese way of reckoning or in his| 
seventeenth according to ours. No Chinese| 
girls were eligible for the Imperial harem. 
Those selected for this post came from. the| 
families of Manchu or Mongol officials above| 
‘the fifth rank and they had to be daughters, 
Of the legal wife and free from all physical 
defects. The only exemptions permitied were. 
‘those who were already betrothed. 


‘The procedure of selecting the Imperial 
consorts and concubines. was called “Fixing 
on the Empress,” About a year before the 
date fixed for the Emperor's marriage the 
Princes of the Blood and the officials of the 
Emperor's household asked for a. private 
audience, when they requested him to allow 
‘them to’ take the necessary. steps for his 
marriage. ‘Permission having been granted, 
4 special decree was issued as follows-— 
His Imperial Majesty having come of 
and completed his studies 1 ix incumbent oa 
hhim, in accordance ‘with, the ‘House laws ef 
the dynasty, to select a. virtuous ody a his 

Imperial. consort, ‘The ‘Manchu and’ Mongol 

commanders ef the Eight Banners are here 

‘with ordered to examine the records. of ail 

Cligible ‘maidens in their commands and 10 

send in a report on them, 

Immediately after the issue of this decree 
the commanders of the Eight Banners began 
to get busy, looking through thelr registers 
and checking over the claims of the numerous 
candidates, In the capital itself notices were 
sent round to the families concerned to pre= 
pare their candidate; while In the provinces 
Manchu officials were granted special Jeave 
in order to accompany their daughters. to 
Peking. By the time all the reports had come 
in, the number of eligible maidens amounted 
to two or 300, A general lst was then drawn 
Up and submitied to the Emperor, 


‘Thereupon another edict was issued fixing] 
the actual day for selection three months| 
ahead, so as to give time for those living in 
the more distant provinces to yet to Peking, 
and also to enable the ladies to prepare them- 
selves in the necessary etiquette, 

About half a month before the solection 
day the President of the Board of Interior 
ordered all candidates 10 appear before him. 
(This was called “weighing the candidates 
Each one was subjected to a minute scrutiny 
as to her looks, deportment and speech. Those! 
whose movements were lacking in grace 
‘were warned to improve themselves, while’ 
those found to be undersized were dispensed 
from further attendance. ‘The Board then 
drew up a report of its own and sent it to 
the Court, 

On the appointed day the fathers or nearest 
male relatives escorted the girls to the Palace, 
After their names had been checked, the girs} 
were divided into groups of five cach and 
escorted by cunuchs to a special apartment| 
belonging to the Court ladies. Here they had 
|t0 wait until the Emperor's mother had 

Gnished giving audience. ‘The fathers and 
relatives who had to remain behind were 
waited on by the palace cunuchs, whose 
palms they had to grease very freely, ot 
otherwise things were made very uncom- 
fortable for them. 























When the Empress Dowager was ready, the| 
girls were led in before her one by one. 'She| 
looked each one over very carefully, ques 
tioning her in detail about herself and her 
family, the girl knecling to reply. Finally 
the gitl was made to wall up and down a 
couple of times to see whether she had a! 
sulliciently dignified gait and deportment. As| 
the Empress could only interview a few dozen 
candidates each day, the inspection took over| 
en days, Those whose namcs happened to be| 
‘at the bottom of the list had to come to Court, 
every day and wait with the others. ‘This 
was a heavy expense and a great hardship| 
for the smailer officials. 

Finally, the Empress Dowager picked out 
ubout 20 girls whose appearance and be- 
haviour met with her approval. A date was 
again fixed for a further examination, when 
eight or nine of them were selected and] 
ordered to take up their residence in the For- 
bidden City, the remainder being dismissed 
to their homes. ‘Those left behind were 
Lrought daily before the Empress Dowager 
who after a final careful examination issued 
a decree appointing one of them as empress, 
three as chief concubines, and allotting the| 

















| remainder to various unmarried Princes of| 


the Blood. 


The above account must be accepted with] 
certain reserves. ‘The choice was actually not 
quite so impartial or free, as one might be| 
ed to believe. Judging from the pedigree of 
many of the Manchu empresses it would 
‘appear that a certain, if sometimes distant, 
kinship with the Imperial house was one of| 
the chief considerations in selecting the Em- 
peror's legal wife. On the particular occasion | 











lady selected as his Empress by the Empress 
Dowager was her own niece, the daughter of 
her younger brother. She was an ill-favour- 
‘ed, sulky damsel, with a violent temper. It 
is said that the Exnperor really ‘wanted the 
lady who afterwards became known as the 
“Pearl Concubine” to be his empress, but the 
Empress Dowager would not allow it. Any= 
how, the only result of this choice was that 
for the rest of their lives the Imperial couple 
led a cat and dog life, the Emperor hardly’ 
‘ever speaking a word to his consort during 
the latter part of his reign, 

From the very beginnings of the dynasty 
theatrieals were held at the Manchu Court on 
anniversaries, festivals and other special oc- 
easions. In’ accordanee with the dynastic 
House Laws the actors were all cunuchs of 
the Palace who were taught their parts by 
special oMcials from the Bureau of Drama. 
Only old-fashioned plays were performed, in 
which fairies, ghosts and other supernatural 
beings appeared. ‘The Empress Dowager Tzu 
Hsi broke through the dynastic laws and as 
she herself used to say, she was a law unto 
herself. Becoming tired of the mediocre and 
‘wooden acting of the Palace eunuchs and of 
their limited repertory, she called in some 
of the famous dramatic companies that played 
in the public theatres of the capital. 

In the Forbidden City there was a large 
theatre adjoining the Empress Dowager's 
palace, but the better known one is that at 
the Summer Palace where she used to spend 
a large part of her time in her latter years. 
It was built on the lines of a Japanese 
theatre with an upper storey where there 
‘was a windlass for letting down the gods and 
fairies from Heaven, ‘The wide open space 
in front of the stage was filled with pots of 
rare flowers, cages with singing birds and 
large bowls ‘with gold-fish; for the Empress 
liked to stroll about between the acts, look- 
ing at the flowers and feeding the birds and 


fishes. 


When the Empress Dowager attended a 
performance, the Emperor Kuang Hsil's con~ 
sort, the Empress Lung Yi, and the Imperial 
concubines who were in waiting on her had 
to stand the whole time, Occasionally, as u 
very special favour, the Empress Lung: Yi 
was allowed to sit down for a spell, but only 
for exactly the same length of time as she 
had already been standing. ‘The Emperor sat 
outside the Empress Dowager’s box on the 
gallery facing the stage, shut off from sight 
by screens. Although these theatricals bored 
him intensely, he was bound to remain there, 
as long as the Empress Dowager herself was 
present, The princes, nobles and high of 
clals who had been honoured with an invita- 
tion took up their alloted places in the side 
galleries, where they had to wateh the play 
in a half-kneeling position. ‘The theatricals 
took place in the daytime, never at night. 
Contrary to all ideas of propriety, the out 
side actors were lodged within the  suered 
precinels of tho Forbidden City at the so- 
called South Palace, the special compound 
for theatrical affairs, When they were com- 
manded to perform at the Palace for the frst 
time, an official of the Imperial Householel 
Gepariment was detailed to instruct them in 
proper ctiquetic. And he would after- 
is supervize their conduct behind the 
scones. The plays performed by these outside 
companies were always the very latest that 
were in vogue at the time in Poking. Even 
if any of these plays contained improper 
parts, they had to be given in full; the Em= 
press Dowayor would allow no culling. 














‘The realism of the scenery and the ox- 
collence of the was of the very, 
highest. order, greatly exceeding anything 
fone saw in the ordinary theatres. This w: 








due to the keen rivalry of the various actors 
to bring honour to their own particular com- 
pany. For that was all that they got out of 
it, With the exception of the most popular 





actors who were paid 20 tacls (about £4) 
per month, all the others were treated as of 
‘equal rank and only received ten taels exch, 
Even these small sums never went into their 
awn pockets, as they were forced to hand

them over to the Palace eunuchs behind 

Otherwise they risked havinyt 
if tricks played on them: they wi 
en dirly water to wash with, or 
tea to drink which would spoil their v

with the performance of the chief actor she 
would send him food from her own table, 
her approval.

‘Social workers state that a Chinese 
ean be given two adequate meals for 
cost of 6.5 cents per diom, while 
two meals for a foreigner cost at 
least 28 conts: that is for food alone, 
ot fuel nor overhead. ‘Taking over- 
head charges into account it costs, 
ata minimum estimate, ten times as 
much to feed a foreigner 
Chinese. 

Visits’ paid to sundry roliet di 
{tribution centres this week reves 
the fact that claims are inert 

really. 

‘The Kingy Daughters Socioty re 
ports that it has, through our re. 
cent trouble, dealt with 175 foreign 
refugees from the Northern district 
alone, Prior to hostilities these people 
possessed good homes of their own, 
and employment for comfortable 
upkeep. Now many have lost both 
homes and employment, while others 
have greatly decreased’ incomes, and 
no homes. ‘These unfortunates, with, 
Whom everyone in Shanghat’ must 
sympathize, the K.DS, is helping 
with rent, food, and clothing.

of Wales. Edward VIII was made a 
Doctor of Science, but when he too 
was Prince of Wales. No degree can
